Only then can it go to work 
for the millions of Americans 
who paid an 84-billion-dollar food 
bill in 1962, spending nearly 25 
cents of every dollar for food 
and food products. 
Only then will the American 
consumer really get his break. 
The housewife's transportation 
bill is HR. 9903, sponsored by 
Rep. Orcn Harris (of Arkansas), 
chairman of the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Commit­ 
tee. It was given the commit­ 
tee’s unanimous endorsement on 
February 6 — a date which 
marks the climax of a two-year 
struggle in Washington to legis­ 
late an end to unequal regula­ 
tion and give a green light to 
fair competition in transporta­ 
tion. 
Chairman Harris’ bill is a 
compromise measure. It grants 
only to farm or fishery product 
movements 
the 
full 
equality 
among rail, highway and water 
carriers for both bulk and farm- 
fishery commodities which had 
been the touchstone of the trans­ 
portation program recommend­ 
ed by the late President Ken­ 
nedy nearly two years ago. 
But HR. 9903 does embody 
the basic principle of the late 
President’s program, and of sim. 
ilar recommendations made to 
the present session of Congress 
by President Johnson. It pro­ 
vides a measure of freedom for 
American transportation. 
The Harris bill — the “Trans­ 
portation Amendments of 1964” 
— is 
complicated piece of 
legislation in the complex field 
of government freight rate regu­ 
lation. 
Its 
major 
provisions 
would, in simplest terms:: 
End federal regulation of rail- 
raods’ and water carriers’ rates 
when they are hauling agricul­ 
tural or fishery commodities. 
This would put these haulers on 
the same basis as truckers, who 
now enjoy the significant com­ 
petitive advantage of exemp­ 
tion from regulation. All carriers 
involved — railroads, truckers 
and barge lines — thus would 
be free to compete in an entire­ 
ly open market for the traffic 
which feeds the American peo- 
be free to compete in an entirely 
be the inevitable result of en­ 
hanced competition, and pub­ 
lic would be the inevitable ben­ 
eficiary. 
Require filing of all agricultur­ 
al freight rates with the federal 
governments Interstate C om ­ 
merce Commission (ICC) for 


public inspection. Rail and wa­ 
ter agricultural rates, now un­ 
der regulation, are filed with 
the ICC. But truckers make 
their farm and fishery rates as 
they please with no fear of pub­ 
lic disclosure, leaving a huge 
gap in the picture of competi­ 
tion for this traffic. HR. 9903 
wrould complete the picture and 
put such rate-making on top of 
the table. 
Subject all rail transporta­ 
tion of agricultural-fisheries pro­ 
ducts to the same anti-trust laws 
now 
governing 
their 
exempt 
movement by truck. Thus would 
the public be protected against 
predatody pricing practices and 
undue 
discrimination 
am ong 
shippers and localities. 
Tighten the conditions under 
which water carriers can es­ 
cape 
regulation 
when 
hand­ 
ling “bulk commodities.” The 
bill would reduce from three 
leave waterway operators with 
bulk commodities (except ag­ 
ricultural) which a barge-line 
could handle in a single tow and 
still qualify for an exemption 
from regulation. This would still 
leave waterwy operators with 
a big advantage since railroads 
would continue to be fully regu­ 
lated in the transportation of 
such bulk commodities. 
Repeal for most rail freight 
the so - called 
“commodites 
clause” — a regulatory relic 
from the 1908 era of railroad 
dominance of surface transpor­ 
tation. It’s sharply limits a rail­ 
road — but no other carrier— 
from hauling its own property as 
regular freight. 
President Johnson remind e d 
Congress in his January budget 
and economic messages of its 
unfilled responsibilities to act on 
transportation legislation. Then 
he wrote letters to House Com­ 
merce Chairman Harris and Sen­ 
ate Commerce Chairman War­ 
ren G. Magnuson (of Washing­ 
ton) urging transport legislation 
built as much as possible on a 
“framework 
that 
encourages 
constructive competition.” 
The Harris Bill is a long step 
toward meeting that Presiden­ 
tial request. 
The House Interstate and For­ 
eign Commerce Committee has 
urged it as in the national in­ 
terest. 
Its fate now rests wnth the en­ 
tire House of Representatives. ..

Retailers Face Problems 
Chain Store Age recently re­ 
ported the results of a survey 
made of the nation’s department 
stores, asking them to list their 
principal current problems. 
The first three places were 
taken, in order, by expense re­ 
duction, 
downtown 
revitaliza­ 
tion (a pressing problem 
in 
many cities, because of the con­ 
tinuing movement to the suburbs, 
and the development of elaborate 
outlying shipping centers), and 
rising labor costs. 
The next two places were tak­ 
en by the problem of compel i- 
tion from discount houses, and 
from the shopping centers. 
Some authorities doubt if this 
will prove to be an accurate or­ 
der. They think, tor instance, 
that in the long run, discount 
houses may become a more im­ 


portant element in retail i n g, 
strongly affecting not only the 
operations of department stores 
but of retailers in many other 
fields. Time will tell as to that. 
But the list of problems men­ 
tioned, 
aside from whatever 
weight should be given to any 
single item, provides a pretty 
fair picture of retailing today. 
It is characterized by intense 
competition — between national 
chains, regional and local chains 
and non-chains. That, of course, 
is the reason for concentration 
on expense reduction — there is 
no room for waste, with its in­ 
evitable threat of failure in to­ 
day’s market place. Stores must 
now deal with a new and un­ 
precedented 
prob 1 e m — the 
changing living and buying hab­ 
its of millions of consumers. 
Successful retailing requi r es 
skill, foresight, dedication, and 
the will to meet and surmount 
difficulties. Th>s rountrv has that 
kind of retailing, in abundant 
measure.

The 1962 figure represented an 
increase of four-tenths of on e 
per cent over the previous year, 
but officials of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics believe, on the 
basis of early 1963 figures,that 
this silght upturn has been re­ 
versed and that the figures will 
resume the general downward 
trend.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Inside Labor

Behind the Scene 
of National 
Strike Crises 
. Rarely has one man 
be e n 
turned to by so many 
presi­ 
dents and other government of­ 
ficials as Theodore Kheel to set­ 
tle labor crises which appeared 
about to paralyze vital sections 
of our country. He was the cat- 
lyst in settling the amenable 
four-month New York newspa­ 
per strike and the recent rail­ 
road 
conflict. 
He 
is an old 
friend. I asked him to discuss 
frankly just how he does 
i t. 
Here is his reply: 
By Theodore Kheel 
New York: Most labor nego­ 
tiators bargain with one eye on 
the clock. The fateful hour is 
usually 12:01 a.m. the day af­ 
ter a contract expires. 
Until 
then there can be no strike. 
The contract forbids it. So 
neither side is penalized for not 
reaching an agreement by mak­ 
ing concessions before 
t h e n . 
But once a strike begins, 
the 
penalty is on both sides — the 
company loses sales, the e m- 
ployes their wages. That 
i s 
why the prospect of a strike is 
the most powerful incentive for 
agreement in collective bargain­ 
ing. 
When President Johnson won 
a 15-day postponement of th e 
national railroad 
strike 
last 
April, the terminal date for the 
negotiators became 12:01 a.m. 
Saturday, April 26. 
But there was a difference. 
Most everyone agreed that the 
President could not permit 
a 
national railroad strike to take 
' place. It would be too damag­ 
ing to tile coontry. He had 
to 
act before April 26. What then 
were the alternatives? Probably 
only two: compulsory arbitra­ 
tion or seizure. But if President 
Johnson had said he would fol­ 
low either course the bargaining 
would have ended. If negotiators 
know where they are going to 
wind up, there’s no pressure on 
them to adjust or compromise 


their positoon. 
But the news reporters were 
insistent. After all, the public is 
entitled to know. If mediati o n 
failed, they kept asking 
th e 
President, what did he plan to 
do. 
“I am not here to bury bar­ 
gaining but to save it,” he re­ 
sponded. Because he is a skilled 
negotiator himself, the 
Presi­ 
dent knew how vital it was to 
keep the outcome in doubt by 
avoiding answering this 
$64 
question. 
But there had to be a day of 
reckoning. We knew it wasn’t 
12:01 a.m. on Saturday. 
The 
President could not afford 
to 
wait 
that 
long. 
Wednes d ay 
seemed like the last poss i ble 
date for a negotiated settlement, 
and Dr. Taylor and I said so to 
the railroads and unions. 
And 
that is the day on which the dis­ 
pute was settled. 
The 
railroad 
settlement 
doesn’t mean that there will be 
labor peace for all time. 
In­ 
deed, there are many difficult 
problems the railroad industry 
itself still faces. 
Negotiations 
on the waterfront and in th e 
auto industry are also like­ 
ly to come to the forefront be­ 
fore next November, a critical 
period for national labor nego­ 
tiations. But it is reassuring to 
know that a man who thorough­ 
ly understands how bargaining 
works is at the wheels in the 
White House. 
Bargaining looks like an easy 
process but it is actually very 
difficult, and a mediator to be 
helpful must understand how 
bargaining really works. Labor 
negotiations 
are 
particular 1 y 
complicated. There are not only 
the interests of the principals 
the company and the employ­ 
ees) but the strategies of the 
negotiators to consider. N o t 
only must they aeek to achieve 
a good deal but also to satisfy 
their principals that they 
have 
don® the best th»y can. 


San Francisco — Democrats 
are literally licking their chops 
with glee over the prospect that 
Chairman Bill Miller of the Re­ 
publican National 
Committee

ee. They figure that few other

2. Miller is a Roman Catholic 
who received a $500 campaign 
contribution from the head 
of 
the Catholic lobby for voting 
money to the Catholic Church in 
the Philippines. And while the 
backbone of the 
Democratic 
Party is big city Catholics, both 
Catholics and Protestants frown 
on any paid Catholic lobby. 
3. Miller’s nomination would 
soften the sting of the Bobby 
Baker scandal. For Miller has 
pulled some interesting influ­ 
ence deals himself. 
Even while busy preparing for 
the Republican convention, Mil­ 
ler was not too busy to look 
out for the jukebox interests on 
Capitol Hill. 
—The Jukebox Lobby— 
The 
jukebox 
manufacturers 
have been trying to block a bill 
that would force them to pay 
royalties to the composers 
of 
music played on their machines 
And though he’s one of the busi­ 
est Republicans on Capital Hill, 
Miller was always able to break 
away to attend hearings on this 
obscure bill. 
Behind the scenes, he also col­ 
laborated with the jukebox peo­ 
ple on strategy to block 
the 
bill. He was in particular close 
touch with Wurlitzer, one of the 
big four jukebox manufacurers. 
On the eve of the Cleveland 
Governors’ Conference, for in- 
stanct, A. D. Palmer, a Wurlitz­ 
er public relations man, phoned 
Miller and asked him to write 
a letter to the House Rules Com­ 
mittee about the bill. 
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Miller was in the thick of the 
Presidential politicking that pre­ 
ceded the governors’ 
confer­ 
ence. But he took time out to 
write a strong letter 
to 
the 
Rules Committee. 
Farny 
Wurlitzer 
the grand 
old man of the music box busi­ 
ness, acknowledged to Jacx An­ 
derson that he has been a big 
conributor to 
the 
Republican 
Party. He has also donated $800 
to Miller’s own campaign every 
time the New York 
Congress­ 
man has run for re-election. 
Miller got his $500 campaign 
contribution from Catholic loD- 
byist John O’Donnell, who lob­ 
bied a $73,000,000 appropriation 
through Congress for the bene­ 
fit of individuals and Catholic 
Churches in the Philippines. The 
bill was opposed by the Senate, 
but bi-partisan sthrength in the 
House 
was 
too 
strong 
and, 
thanks to Miller and 
Speaker 
John McCormack of Boston, 
whose nephew got a $1,000 cam­ 
paign contribution, the $73,000- 
000 bonanza passed. 
—Human Rights vs. 
Corporation R!ghts— 
Most 
damaging 
backstage 
fact in the life of the would-be 
Vice President is how he sabo­ 
taged the Civil Rights Bill 
in 
1956. Miller had signed 
his 
name to the bill but suddenly 
got up on the House floor and 
moved to shelve the bill which 
he had sponsored. 
In a voice choked wnth emo­ 
tion, he proclaimed: “I make 
this motion in utter sincerity be­ 
cause I am profoundly convinc­ 
ed that this legislation in its 
present form will destroy more 
civil liberties and civil rights 
than it will ever protect.” 
That ended the civil rights 
bill for that year. But what the 
public didn’t know was that Mil­ 
ler had worked out a deal with 
Bill Colmer of Mississippi and 
Howard Smith of Virginia, both 
on the powerful Rules Commit­ 
tee, thatin return for killing 
civil rights, they would bottle 
up the Niagara Falls Power Bill. 
This was a bill to turn Niag­ 
ara power over to public, not 
private development. Miller has 
long been the champion of the 
private utflities. So he sold out 


human rights for private utility 
rights, through the two Dixie- 
crat members of the Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
Next year, 1957, Miller did 
somewhat the same thing by in­ 
troducing 
a 
hamstringing a. 
mendment in the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. Later in 1961 he refused 
to support the Civil Rights Bill 
until fellow Republicans practi- 
caliy hog-tied him, told him that 
it would be suicide if the Na­ 
tional Chairman did not back it. 
That’s why Democrats are so 
gleeful over the prospect ot Bill 
Miller’s No. 2 spot nomination. 
Wisconsin Congressman Mel­ 
vin Laird has made such a hit 
as Platform Chairman that con­

These provisions we not u n­ 
ju st to anyone bu t protect all in 
the matter o f life, property and 
the right to work. 
The alternative to this free­ 
dom in labor relationships is 
for government to assu me more 
and more power as arbitrator, 
resu lting, first — becau se of 
political pressu re — in the con­ 
tinu ed u pward spiraling of wag­ 
es and prices, bringng on infla­ 
tion, and finally of wage, and 
therefore price, fixing. When the 
latter point is reached, govern 
ment will have to resort to coer­ 
cion, ou r freedom will be at an 
end and we will have arrived 
at a state of au thoritarianism 
differing only in degree from 
that of the Soviet Union. 
The choice before u s is to re­ 
tu rn to freedom in the market 
place or continu e ou r descent 
into socialism with eventu al loss 
of ou r political freedom and 
ou r civil rights.

OUR ANCESTORS

It seems that it is the “kinks” 
in the hydrocarbon molecules 
that maxe ordinary detergents 
so resistant to biological break­ 
ing down.

2) Recognize that our lasv s , 
against assault and battery ap­ 
ply to striking union members 
and those employed to assist 
them on the picket lines a n d in 
the communities where strikes 
are taking place. This wou Id 
prohibit intimidation and dan­ 
ger to the lives and property 
of men who wish to work. 
3> Repeal the provisions of 
the Wagner Act, which make 
it practically impossible for em­ 
ployers to hire new workers 
when strikers do not wish to 
work. 
4) Make all persons who re­ 
fuse to work at available jobs 
ineligible for unemployment re­ 
lief. 
These provisions are not un­ 
just to anyone but protect all in 
the m atter of life, property and 
the right to work. 
The alternative to this free­ 
dom in labor relationships is 
for government to assume more 
and more power as arbitrator, 
resulting, first — because of 
political pressure — in the con­ 
tinued upward spiraling of wag­ 
es and prices, bringng on Infla­ 
tion, and finally of wage, and 
therefore price, fixing. When the 
latter point is reached, govern­ 
ment will have to resort to eoer 
cion, our freedom will be at an 
end and we will have arrived 
at a state of authoritarianism 
differing only in degree from 
that of the Soviet Union. 
The choice before us is to re­ 
turn to freedom in the market 
place or continue our descent 
into socialism with eventual loss 
of our political freedom and 
our civil rights. — Howard E.

three fourths of the bolls are 
m ature. L ater irrigations tend 
to delay 
m aturity. 
Normally 
two good irrigations are suffi­ 
cient to

gi>od yields. 
Moderate drought in the early 
growing period does little harm 
if the cotton gets relief for the 
development of bolls already set 
rather than to set new ones. 


Conclusions from Missouri re-1 
search on irrigating cotton in 
1955-1956 were: 
1. Cotton should have an am ­ 
ple but not excessive supply of 
moisture throughout the grow­ 
ing season. 
2. Yields are proportional to 
available m oisture up to six in­ 
ches per month during Juite, 
July and August. Moisture UMd j 
in excess of that amount wfll 
cause some decrease in yield.

HOW TO JUDGE SOIL

If soil moisture is down to 
50 per cent or less irrigation is 
in order.
